When, however, they do visit 
the vicinity of L'ncle Sam's domain 
they have a way of cutting up auch 
capers, or assuming audi remarkable 
aspects, as to add a conspicuous chap- 
tor to the history of their species. 

Capt David Coull, of the steamer 
Castillian Prince, which arrived Sun- 
day from ports in Cuba, was the en- 
viable witness of a remarkable display 
of these progeny of Ill-mated winds 
He was about thirty miles off the dan- 
gerous coast of llattorasand just on 
the inner edge of the gulf stream.
